States of America, at its fiist sexsion, by a eoustitutional major-
ity of two-thirds thicreof, made the following proposition to
amend the constitution ol the United States of America in the
following words, to-wit:

‘“Resolved by the Scnate and House of representatives of the
United States of dinerica in congress assembled (two-thirds of
each house concurring therein), That the following article is
proposed as an awmendment to the counstitution of the United
States, which, when ratiiied by the legislatures of three-fourtls
of the several states, shall be valid to all intents and purposes
as a part of the constitution, namely, article XV1. The congress
shall have power to lay and collect taxes on incomes, from what-
ever source derived, without apportiomment among the several
states, and without regurd to uny census or enumeratiop ™
Therefore, be it

Besolved by the Assembly, the Scnate concurring, That the
said proposed amendment to the constitution of the United
States of America be, and the same hereby is ratified by the
legislature of the state of Wiscensin, and be it further,

of state at Washington aid to thie pro~ivinyg aiicers of cach house
of the national congress.

JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 26.
On the death ol Hounorable Georee H. Ray.

On the 31st day of October, 1910, the llonorable George 11.
Ray died at his home in the ey of La Crosse. A native of the
province of New Brunswick, M. Hey cane In youth to the stale
of Maine and 1u earvly manhood to Wisconsin where he continued
to live during the reaeiincer of Lis ive, and where he gained
suceess as a luberman and bacher. Though successful in busi-
ness he never perinitted business to engross his entire life but
gave freely of his time wnd enevey to the civie life of his eow-
munity and to church and charitabie work.
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He was first elected a member of the assembly in 1894, an-
for ten ycars was one of the leading members of that body. H=
was chosen speaker at the session of 1899 and again in 1901, the
second time without opposition.

As a legislator he brought to his work unusual intelligence an-1
industry and a high sense of respomsibility. As a presiding
officer he was able, dignified and impartial.
